DECORATION DAY.

An Old Soldier Tells About Lincoln's 
Last Review. 


Although there was no formal ob- 
servance of Decoration Day in Reno, 
there was a universal expression of 
respect for the custom and reverence 
for the memory of the Blue and the 
Grey. The Gazette agrees with W. 
L. Bechtel, of the Oasis, that mewo- 
rial day should be on April 14th in- 
stead of May 30th, in order to pay 
tribute at the same time to the anoi- 
versary of Lincoln's death and the 
brave private soldier who carried a 
musket. 

Bechtel remembers vividly the last 
review at which Lincoln was present. 
The Army of the Potomac lay before 
Petersburg and was drawn up in line 
fur review upon President Lincoln's 
arrival. Bechtel was in the 21st Penn- 
tylvania Volunteer Cavalry, and the 
men were compelled to remain in line 
for four long hours, while the Presi- 
dent passed along the line. Althougl, 
a drenching rain was falling at the 
time the great man stood up in hi- 
carriage with uncovered head, bowiog 
to the private soldier and officer with 
equal urbanity. Men stood about 
bim in the carriage to prevent nis 
falling, and thus he rode along the 
entire line. Cheers upon cheers were 
given him, and the roar of applause 
and enthusiasm went along the line as 
he progressed. Order was simply out 
of the question—the men could pot 
contain their emotions; and there was 
not a man in ali that vast army who 
would not have cheerfully died to 
save the precious life which directed 
the Union cause. 

The review was ended, and while 
yet men's hearts were full of his great 
hearted simplicity, while Lincoln's 
presence was still felt, news came that 
an assassin had struck down the bead 
of a free people and wounded a na- 
tions heart What could be more 
appropriate than to remember the 
martyred President 
of his death.

THE FIRST RAILROAD. 


A Fireman of 1856 on the New Jersey 
RnR. R. Tells How it Looked. 


Mr. C. v. Jeffries, of New York, is 
in Reno, and tells a Gazetre reporter 
some interesting things about the first 
railroad, This is specially inter- 
esting at this time when there is more 
money invested in new railruad enter- 
prises than at any previous time in the 
world's history, It is con-idered noth- 
iug now to project and build a railroad 
across a continent. Mr. Jeffries fired 
on the Elizabeth,“ the second engine 
ever built by Ketchum, Grosvenor & 
Co., Patterson, N. J., in 1836. I: ran 
on the New Jersey railroad, the first 
road built out of New York City. It 
is now a part of the Penn-ylvania 
Central, The locomotives in those 
days had but ove driving wheel, aod 
that was from two-feet-nine to three 
feet in diameter. The ties were laid 
lengthwise, and upon these the old 
strap rail, 1¢ to 5¢ of an inch wide, 
was spiked dowa. The passenger 
cars would seat about ten on each side, 
and a platform ran around the outside, 
there being no end doors. The brake- 
man was perched up on the car like a 
bus driver, and worked the brake with 
his foot. The engine was fired in 
front of the smoke stack. There was 
no spark catcher on the smoke stack, 
and the brakemen had to wear what 
was called a “coat-of mail“ to keep 
from catehing fire. At Bergen Hil! 
the first rock cut was made. The cars 
were fofmerly pulled over that hill 
with horses, but finally the company 
determined to cut through it. The 
cut was 20 feet by 23, aod when com- 
pleted was thought to be a wonderful 
thing. A grade of 20 feet to the mile 
was enormous, and if an engine made 
12 or 15 miles an hour, that was ex- 
cellent work. Mr. Jeffries is an ex- 
tousive traveler, and has been fortu- 
nate in escaping accidents. He knows 
of but one man, Duncan, of Detroit, 
among the railroaders of that day,who 
is now living. At the time spoken of 
there was but one other railrvad, that 
from Albany to Schenectady. Mr 
Jeffries has seen the systems of tele- 
graphy, horse car lines and railroads 
in their infancy. If we keep on at 
the same rate, he thinks the flying 
machine is a thing of to-morrow,
